Nation-Owned Central 
Bank Or None 


An Editorial 


E reason why a central bank should be owned by the 

nation in Canada, and also in Australia, is that under a 
system of government consisting of a Federal government 
and a number of provincial governments, the vital public 
functions exercisable in respect of the control of credit and 
the issuance of currency must be under such control that 
a conference between federal and provincial authorities 
dealing with public necessities can be immediately trans- 
lated into action. 


This is the basic reason for the establishment of a 
central bank under a confederation of governments; and 
it is not only the basic reason, but there is no other reason. 
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O one would dream of entrusting the customs or excise 

or post office to a privately-owned company; but not 
one of these institutions is of such directly vital public 
necessity as control of currency and credit. 


Under a system of privately-owned chartered banks 
and a privately-owned central bank the element of profit 
will be given at least equal standing,with public necessity. 
A course of action rendered immediately necessary 
by some public emergency could not be carried out by 
govermental action; it would have to be the subject of 
legislation in parliament at the next session and would 
have to run the gauntlet of the Senate. We know from 
past experience that there would be plenty of time for all 
of us to go broke before anything of a remedial or con- 
structive nature was accomplished. 


'HE world’s worst possible administration at Ottawa, 
(and respect for the feelings of other nations prevents 
us from making any boastful claims along this line at 
present), would be a safer agency to control a central bank 
than a privately-owned company which when asked to 
adopt some course advisable in the public interest would 
reply that it would not be good banking and would not be 
profitable. 


In view of the fact that the Dominion government has 
absolute control of trade and commerce internationally,— 
and has the over-riding power of raising money by any 
method of taxation and over-riding powers of a control of 
business by,means of tariffs and excise the provinces are 
entitled to have means of access to the Dominion govern- 
ment by the direct conference method. Placing the central 
bank powers in the ownership of a private company will 
shut off this means of access. The dominion will have 
shorn itself of all power to take immediate remedial action; 
and the provinces will have to run all risk of commercial 
emergencies without any safeguard along the line of 
Dominion government co-operation in respect of issue of 
currency and matters affecting the scope and terms of 
business credit. 


This creates a far more dangerous condition in Cana- 
dian national life than is apparent at first glance; it will 
be well worth while for you to give it mature consideration.

Finance Minister’s Amend- 
ment Gains Approval for 


World Agreement 


OTTAWA, Feb. 27.—The House 
of Commons last night approved 
the world silver agreement, nego- 
tiated at London last June under 
which the producing nations took 
steps to stabilize prices. The pact 
received almost unanimous en- 
dorsation, only E. J. Young, Lib., 
Weyburn, shouting disapproval. 
There was no recorded vote, 

The five leading silver producers, 
Australia, Canada, the United 
States, Mexico and Peru agreed to 
withdraw from the world market 
a total of 35,900,000 fine ounces of 
silver. Canada’s share was 1,671,802 
ounces but so far no steps have 
been taken to buy this from Cana- 
dian mines. In addition, the coun- 
tries with silver coinage agreed not 
to debase their currencies, Canada’s 
remaining 80 per cent silver and 
20 per cent alloy.

Thos. Reid Moves Immedi- 
ate Adoption of Silver 
As Legal Tender 


OTTAWA, Feb. 27.—The adoption 
of silver as legal tender at a fixed 
ratio with gold was urged upon the 
House of Commons yesterday by 
Thomas Reid (Lib. New Westmin- 
ster), 

Urging an “honest currency,” Mr. 
Reid said the present silver cur- 
rency in this country was also 80 
per cent pure. He favored silver 
dollars in Canada, People would 
be glad to carry around “carte 
wheels” when they no longer were 
able to get dollar bills. 

The government should buy at 
least 50 per cent of the total output 
of silver produced from Canadian 
mines, Mr, Reid declared. It had 
not gone very far in buying only 10 
per cent. United States was taking 
the entire output of the mines in 
that country.

Dealing with the relief situation 
in his riding, Mr. Mitchell said that 
generally speaking it was in good 
shape, Many families had located 
west of Breton in the homestead 
areas, who had come from the dry} 
country. They had stayed in the} 
south country, hoping against hope 
and when they at last decided to 
move north they were in a condition 
of need. Arriving with practically 
nothing, they had to go on relief 
They would make good. All they 
needed was the opportunity. 

The working out of 50 per cent of 
arrears of taxes had helped in open- 
ing roads that would never have} 
been opened otherwise. The work- 
ing out of relief had been a great 
success and still there was need for 
more road work. 

“I would suggest to the govern- 
ment,” he said, “that for 1934, all 
arrears of taxes be worked out in 
unorganized districts. This will be a 
real help and will give the home- 
steaders an opportunity to open the 
side roads to meet the main roads.”

“If it is possible this year to put 
all the arrears of taxes on this road, | 
it will help to give the settlers an 
entrance to their timber homes.” 

Medical aid was a big demand in 
the western part of the riding, and 
he felt the service should be com- 
bined with relief. “The need for 
hospitalization is bcoming more | 
serious daily on account of increas- | 
ing numbers calling for relief and | 
medical aid,” he said | 

Continuing, he said that “You 
people living in the cities do not| 
realize what the homesteader is up 
against. A big problem is want of 
sufficient clothing to keep warm 
Children in some parts cannot go to 
school f want of foot wear and 
warm clothing.

Wetaskiwin Liberal Gives 
Legislature Lively Two- 


Hour Review 


Strong, insistent and uncomprom- 
ising demand that the government 
declare its stand in relation to the 
Co-operative Commonwealth Fed- 
eration was made by Hugh J. Mont- 
gomery, Liberal, Wetaskiwin, in 
speaking in the debate on the 
Speech from the Throne in the leg- 
islature on Monday. 

Mr. Montgomery, in the course of 
a two-hour address reviewed gov- 
ernment policies in general and 
placed severe strictures upon the 
administration in the implementing 
of policies and promises. 

Climaxing his attack on the gov- 
ernment, he submitted a series of 
eight questions centreing on the 
Co-operative Commonwealth Fed- 
eration, which. he demanded, the 
government answer prior to proro- 
gation of the current session. “When 
these questions are answered,” he 
said, “the uncertainty of where the 
government stands will be at an 
end and the members of this as- 
sembly and the public will know 
just where the government stands.” 


EIGHT VITAL QUESTIONS 

Mr. Montgomery's questions were 
as follows: 

1. Does the government intend to 
carry out the urgent request em-, 
bodied in a resolution passed at the 
U.F.A. convention at Edmonton in 
January, 1934, that socialism be 
taught in the schools of the prov- 
ince and that teachers be given 
courses in social science? 

2. Does the government favor the 
establishment in this province and 
in Canada of a planned socialized 
economic order? 

3. Does the government favor a 
national planning commission ap- 
pointed by Dominion power to have 
control of all production, distribu- 
tion and exchanges? 

4. Does the government favor the 
socialization of finance including 
the socialization of all financial ma- 
chinery such as the existing char- 
tered banks, trust companies and 
life insurance companies? 

5. Does the government favor the 


munications, electrical power and 
of other industries and services es- 


sential to social planning? 

6. Does the government favor the 
complete socialization of our re- 
maining crown lands as proposed 
at the recent U.F.A. convention? 

7. Does the government favor

the schools of this province. What it 
appears to mean is just what the 
Minister called it—political prop- 
aganda in the interests of the Co- 
Operative Commonwealth political 
party. On an already overloaded 
eurriculum this study was to be 
foisted on the scholars.” 

Mr. Montgomery said, “We believe 
a general election should be called 
after this session to give the clec- 
tors an opportunity to say who they 
wish to have conduct their affairs 
and we are confident that when they 
view the record of this government 
and the program of the Liberal 
party, there can be only one result 
—the return of a Liberal govern- 
ment. We may look thin, under- 
nourished and seedy but we would 
sooner remain in that condition 
than enjoy the fruits of office at the 
sacrifice of principles and policies 
we believe are in the best inter- 
ests of the whole of the people of 
the province.” 


FUR FARMING PLEA 


Mr. Montgomery uttered a strong 
plea for consideration of the fur- 
farming industry, giving a wealth 
of detail and information on phases 
of its conduct. 

He attacked the minister of pub- 
lic works for his policy in recon- 
ditioning the Edmonton-Calgary 
highway last year, stating that if 
$100,000 were available for such

NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—Death to- 
tals throughout the United States 
climbed to 60 yesterday as a bliz- 
zard swirled through the eastern 
States, adding at least six names to 
the list of victims written by a 
week-end of snow, hail, rain, tor- 
nados and cold, 

The south reported 17 dead in 
tornadoes which twisted through 
Alabama, Georgia, Louisiana and 
Mississippi; eight bodies were taken 
from a missing air liner near Salt 
Lake City; six were dead in the 
eastern storms and Ohio, Illinois and 
Pennsylvania added more than 20 
fatalities. A tornado struck near 
Orlando, Fla, yesterday, injuring 
five persons. 

The forecasters promised all sec- 
tions relief today. 

Fires and a train wreck added 
to the disaster. 


AIR MAILS DELAYED 

In freezing cold, firemen battled

I have seen 
a land being torn from the grip of 
medievalism and obscrurantism and 
neglect, It has been a worthwhile 
experience, visiting Turkey. 

Just beyond Turkey lies Russia. 
I did not see the frontiers, but I 
felt its presence. There is a similar- 
ity between San Sebastien, Nice, 
Monte Carlo and Constantinople. 
The Rue de Pera in old Istanbul 
has a cafechantant atmosphere. 
The orchestras play the universal 
jazz-tunes, the movies show the 
same inane dope, the cocottes use 
the same lipstick and perfume, all 
the joy-palaces of Europe present 
the same sickly flap-doodle. 

But if you. have an ear for such 
things, it isn’t hard to detect a sob- 
bing note of sorrow and desolation 
running through. the hilarious 
hullabaloo, 


UNDERTONE OF HOPE 

In Turkey there is an undertone 
of hope. Istanbul isn’t all of Tur- 
key. The blase Rue de Pera, which 
sparkles in the still glamorous 
after-glow of forbidden harems and 
Oriental moral corruption, is in 
strident contrast with the picture 
of seventeen million hard-working, 
peaceful and fundamentally sound 
peasants and merchants. 

Against Constantinople’s cult of 
Venus and the golden calf of specu- 
lation and extravagant luxury, An- 
atolia presents the silent protest of 
its wholesome youth, thirsting for 
knowledge and for a new life 
worthy of man.

BACK TO OVERALLS 

Hon. Peter Heenan refused to apologise in 
parliament because between sessions he dons 
the overalls and goes back to his job of run- 
ning a railway engine. 

His critics might have done better to keep 
away from that subject. If a railway engineer 
who happens to be a member of parliament 
cannot work at his job between sessions without 
putting some other man out of work, that is a 
pretty telling illustration of what the policy 
of the Government the critics support has done 
to the railway business in Canada. 

When Mr. Heenan was in charge of the 
Labor department the engineers were working 
overtime, and the machine shops were running 
day and night building bigger engines to handle 
the mountains of traffic. 

If his critics are wise they too will get into 
overalls when the session ends, and learn to run 
engines or wield picks. When election day 
comes a good many of them are slated to be 
released for some sort of occupation more 
profitable than that of legislating the railways 
out of business and the railwaymen out of work. 


ROAD REVENUE AND ROADS 

In 1933 Alberta motorists paid $2,322,927 in 
taxes to the Provincial Government for the 
privilege of buying gasoline. In the fiscal year 
1932-33 they paid $3,069,707 for licerises and as 
taxation on purchases of gasoline, more than 24 
per cent of the cash revenue of the province 
being derived from that source. 

If there were no roads in Alberta there 
would be no revenue from car licenses and 
gasoline sales. If there were no _ graveiled 
roads, the revenue would be only a fraction of 


what it is. The better the roads, and the more 
improved roads, the greater the revenue will 
become. 


While tax money paid by motorists is not 
ear-marked for road construction and main- 
tainance, there is a direct connection between 
the condition of the roads and the amount of 
the proceeds from these taxes. There may be 
sound reasons for refusing to set aside this 
revenue for road purposes. There are equally 
sound reasons why there should be as near a 
balance as possible between motor revenue and 
road expenditure, 

Necessity knows no law, and in times of de- 
pression money, from whatever source it can 
be got, must be used for the most pressing 
purpose. But the steady aim should be to spend 
as much on the roads as is drawn from those 
who use them. Alberta motorists are paying a 
heavy tax for the opportunity to drive on the 
kind of roads provaaed for them. 


PROTESTS BRING RESULTS 

Necessity is still the mother of invention; 
and the spur to action. 

A week ago the Oppositicn at Ottawa regis- 
lively protest bécause the pensions of 
thousands of war veterans had been suspended 
by the pensions board, on the ground that the 
board was not sure they had been legally 
married. 

The matter called to his attention, Premier 
Bennett admitted the injustice of thus taking 
away the means of livelihood of men whose 
supposed offence or possible offence had not 
even been investigated, but explained that the 
Government couldn't see any way to circum- 
vent the arbitrary authority of the pensions 
board, 

Criticism evidently sharpened the ministerial 
ingenuity, to good effect. The Premier now 
announces that in all cases where the pensions 
board discontinued payment of pensions on the 
ground stated cheques will be sent to the pen- 
sioners, dated the day the suspension was made. 
The pensions board has been found to be not 
50 omnipotent as was supposed until its action 
was challenged.

Under a coalition government 
and a partyless parliament the pensioners would 
have had no more protection than the electors 
had when the Union Government railroaded 
through the war times election act, 


CUT THE BOND RATE 

Parliament is being asked to put “hooks” in 
the Bank Act, in the shape of heavy fines for 
banks and bank employees who may charge 
customers more than the prescribed seven per 
cent interest or discount on loans. The penalty 
clauses appear to be inclusive, as well as severe, 
and should discourage violations of the restric- 
tion. 

Banks, like other corporations and persons, 
should be made to obey the law. If seven per 
cent is to be the limit, it is in order that penal- 


ties should be provided for any who may 
exceed that limit, And, at least outside the 
banks, there will be general agreement that 
seven per cent is a high enough maximum. 


Borrowing at a rate higher than that is usually 
a doubtful enterprise at best. 

But if the Minister of Finance imagines this 
will make money cheap, he is liable to be dis- 
appointed. Bankers have declared, times with- 
out number, that setting a maximum interest 
rate is more likely to make credit scarce than 
to make money cheap. Perhaps they knew 
whereof they spoke. 

If the idea is to lower the interest rates on 
business loans, the way to that end is to cut 
down the interest paid on Government loans. 
While a bank can put money into Government 
bonds and collect five per cent interest with no 
risk whatever, it does not seem very likely that 
bankers will loosen up and adopt a liberal 
lending policy on commercial paper, with all 
the risks involved, in order to get seven per 
cent. 

Unless the rate on Government bonds is 
reduced substantially, setting seven per cent as 
the most that can be collected for business loans 
looks quite as likely to make credit scarce for 
farmers and businessmen as to put a supply of 
cheaper money within their reach.

NOT MANY LEFT 

From the Monthly Review, issued by the 
Bank of Nova Scotia: Only half-a-dozen coun- 
tries have clung to the gold standard from the 
beginning of the depression. In one or two 
cases—that of Germany, for example—the 
maintenance of the gold standard has been 
accompanied by restrictions upon dealings in 
exchange, so rigid as to give an air of unreality 
to the statement, that the gold standard is actu- 
ally being maintained. In the case of certain 
other countries still adhering to gold, the suc- 
cessful maintenance of the gold standard by 
them clearly depends upon the continued 
existence of a “gold bloc” within which they 
may fiad sypport; since these countries are not 
strong enough individually, to be completely 
masters of their own financial fates. But 
France is subject to neither of these qualitying 
statements, Despite embarrassments, political 
and budgetary, which have recently created a 
turmoil not in Paris only, but in all the great 
French cities from Rouen to Marseilles, France 
is still at the centre of the “gold bloc.” She 
still is its mainstay—determined, if it is at all 
possible, to retain the new gold standard adopt- 
ed in 1928, on the basis of approximately 528 
francs to the fine ounce of gold, But the franc 
is subject already to great strains, which may 
become even more powerful than at present. 
If France were to depart from the gold stan- 
dard, there is little doubt that other countries 
would do likewise, and thus dissolve the “gold 

bloc,” once and for all, 


The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 

Bernard Fay, whom I quoted a few days ago, 
thinks there are too many mixed-up hatreds 
in Europe to permit of a war. Fay is a French- 
man living in America, 

Here is 4 contrary opinion by Frank H. 
Simonds, an American who spends much time 
in Europe and who has writ- 
ten a number of books on 
war subjects. Simonds thinks 
France within the next eight 
weeks will present Germany 
with an ultimatum, send ar- 
mies across the Rhine and 
(unless prevented by some 
unforeseen happening as was 
Germany in its march on 
Paris in 1914) will not stop 
until she has occupied Ber- 
J. S. Cowper lin. 

‘ It won't be an invasion of conquest, says 
Simonds. France will not seize the Rhineland, 
occupy German territory or even force discon- 
tinuance of arming. It will be to demonstrate 
to the German people that all Hitler has accom- 
plished in a year of strenuous effort is a new 
invasion, and the occupation of Berlin. It will 
be directed to discrediting Hitler and the Nazi 
movement. 

So there you are! You pay your money and 
you take your choice. Perhaps the strong 
move that, Simonds says, the logic of events 
will force on Doumergue, accounts for the recent 
swing of British support from France to Ger- 
many. British diplomacy seems to aim to pre- 
serve a balance of forces in Europe. 

One virtue in Simonds as a prophet is that 
he is definite. He fixes the end of April as the 
limit of time ere France will move on Germany. 


In all the newspaper biographies of the late 
honored King Albert of Belgium an unpardon- 
able omission occurs. They fail to mention a 
fact which news writers can take pride in. In 
his early days, before there was any thought 
that he would become the heir of his grand- 
father, Prince Albert worked as a newspaper- 
man, In America, too. Clemenceau, you will 
remember, did the same when he was a young 
man. 

For three months in the summer of 1898, 
this Prince of Flanders pedalled a_ bicycle 
round Brooklyn, Minneapolis and Chicago, 
visiting steel and electric plants and picking up 
newspaper jobs when he could. He seenis to 
have had more success as a king than as a 
reporter. At Minneapolis, where he got a job 
at $15 a week, he handled an assignment so 
badly that the city editor addressed him as city 
editors do, in moving terms. At Brooklyn when 
he was sent to report a murder, the policeman 
on guard at the scene refused to let him into 
the house without identification. The Prince 
couldn't produce any so the rival reporter 
scored a beat. 

Luckily for him his identity became known 
and he was feted and lionized by the rich Chi- 
cago folk as only true democrats can in the 
presence of a prince of the blood.

You can im- 
agine what would happen to your automobile 
if tacks, pins or glass were carelessly poked 
into your motor, yet the average stomach will 
very often handle such objects without much 
difficulty, and many a baby has swallowed an 
open safety pin which made the journey 
through the body with no harm done. 

In buying an antiseptic preparation, you 
must insist that it have a certain strength, yet 
your eye is bathed by tears which contain an 
antiseptic called Lysozyme which has such a 
great antiseptic power that it is not lost even 
though the Lysozyme is diluted 6 million times. 

I give you the above facts so you will under- 
stand that in having a body to do your bidding 
and tarry out your actions, you have at your 
disposal a remarkable machine which is truly 
the most marvelous piece of apparatus ever 
placed on earth up to this time. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION:: Mr. Dan Q., Colorado Springs, 
Col, writes: “I have a very rapid heart beat. 
What are some of the causes?” 

ANSWER: A rapid heart beat may be in- 
duced by any number of causes, such as: Thyroid 
disorder, gas pressure, nervousness, valvular 
leakage of the heart, or fibroid tumors. In 
some cases it is a symptom which appears from 
time to time in those who are in fair health 
and’ means little.

1 suggest thal 
you foliow a cleansing regimen as it will prob- 
ably prove of great benefit. If the pains from 
neuritis do not disappear within a reasonable 
time, it is advisable to go to a doctor who un- 
derstands manipulative treatment and have him 
diagnose the case as it might possibly be that 
one or two treatments would produce a mark- 
ed improvement.

Quite likely 
the greater number of these ob- 
jects are scarcely larger than 
pebbles, or even grains of sand, 

“In rare cases, however, the 
mazs is so large that it reaches 
the earth without being melted or 
evaporated. Then we have the 
fall of a meteoric stone, as it is 
called, which commonly occurs 
several times a year in some part 
or another of the world, There is 
at least one case on record in 
which a man was killed by the 
fall of such a body.”

Ask Amendment 
To Permit Payment 
Of Recount Costs 


Decision was made by city coun- 
cil, Monday night, to ask the pro- 
vincial legislature for a charter 
amendment providing that the city, 
at its discretion, would be liable 
for certain expenses in election re- 
count proceedings in the event of 
the applicant being successful in 
securing the seat. The motion to 
this effect was moved by Ald J. W. 
Findlay. 

Aldermen were not ready te con- 
cur in the recommendation of the 
civic finance committee that Mrs. 
Marion Conroy, defeated candidate 
in the last Separate School Board 
elections, be paid $75 by the city to- 
wards total costs of about $200 in- 
curred by the recount through 
which she sought to win her seat. 
The committee was asked to deal 
with this matter again. 

The proposed amendment pro- 
vides payment by the city of a 
candidate-applicant’s costs and also 
those of his or her agent, as well 
as the expenses of the judge's clerk, 
at the discretion of the city, if the 
candidate finally wins the seat. 

Mayor D. K. Knott felt that coun- 
cil had no power to award Mrs 
Conroy $75. He maintained that if 
the city was going to pay costs of 
recount proceedings, there would 
be an increase in the number of 
candidates making application for 
such action.

Ten Others Plead Not 
Guilty and Get Week’s

Police department investigators 
were “sweated” on the witness 
stand in police court Tuesday 


morning when the slot machine 
trials opened before Magistrate Col. 
George B. McLeod. One of the 
accused, against advice of. defence 
counsel, Abe W. Miller, pleaded 
guilty to the charge of operating 
a gambling house end paid a $5 
fine. The other ten pleaded not 
guilty and were remanded for a 
week 

Archie McIntyre and J, G. Tur- 
ner, the investigators, told the 
court of playing the machines and 
trading chips won for cigarettes.

WAIVE ALL FORMALITY

VISITOR SAYS 
RUSSIANS NOT 
DESIRING WAR 


Carl Ketchum, Distinguish- 
ed Journalist, Arrives 
in Edmonton 


That talk of a possibility of a 
war between Russia and Japan is 
merely a red herring thrown across 
the trail of the real European sit- 


uation, is the opinion of Mr. Carl 
Ketchum, distinguished Canadian 
journalist of London, England, who 
has returned from a seven thous- 
and mile tour of the Soviet, and is 
in Edmonton today. 

Russia has absolutely no desire 
for war at the present time, con- 
tends the traveller, lecturer, writer 
and former military man. She is too 
absorbed with building up her col- 
ossal industrial machine construc- 
tion under the terms of the first 
five-year plan to be interested in 
militaristic activities. 


SUGGESTION RIDICULOUS 

“The suggestion that Russia main- 
tains a large army with the inten- 
tion of precipitating war with any 
outside power is on the face of it, 
in my opinion, ridiculous,” Mr. 
Ketchum told a representative of 
the Bulletin Tuesday morning. “No 
sensible person would even suggest 
that Russia has territorial) am- 
bitions.” 

He felt personally very doubtful 
if Russia would allow herself to be 
involved in a war with Japan, even 
were the Japanese to provoke such 
a situation by active seizure of the 
Chinese Eastern Railway, as is so 
often threatened, 

Today the Russian High Com- 
mander has at his’ disposal a force 
of 2,000 bombng planes, @ part of 
the air force which the Soviet has 
been quietly building in the last 
few years, The Japanese, with their 
fear of earthquakes and fire, and 
their weakness in aircraft warfare, 
find that alone considerable of a 
deterrent to their military ambi- 
tions. 


WELL-TRAINED ARMY 

The well-trained army of a mil- 
lion men is also a protection to 
Russia, although Mr, Ketchum felt 
its existence did not indicate Rus- 
sia’s antagonism to other nations. 

Hitlerism he felt to be the most 
dangerous and provocative move- 
ment in the international political 
situation today. If people gave a 
little more serious attention to this 
problem, and less to the Japanese 
Russian question, they would be do- 
ing more to prevent war. 

Having proceeded through his 
native Canada from the east to 
west, Mr, Ketchum said in his con- 
tact with military officials and peo- 
ple of all shades of opinion he 
found a determination not to be 
drawn into a European war unless 
the issues at stake were compre- 
/hensible and involved definite re- 
sponsibitiy. Canada would not 
jagain take a vacation overseas to 
leave fifty thousand men dead in 
Flanders. 


PERISH BY STARVATION 


Between three and four million 
people perished from starvation and 
exposure in the northern Caucasus 
and the Ukraine in 1931-2, because 
of the refusal of the government to 
interrupt its export program for 
anything and as a result of conflict 
between Koulaks and the peasantry, 
and collectivization troubles. 

However, as a result of this rigid 
trade policy Russia had received re- 
cognition from the United States, 
and was now definitely launched on

some reduction in governmental 
costs. But I think investigation will 
prove the saving would not be so 
large as some would like to think.

Safety-touch is Eliminated 
From Canadian Game — 


at Meeting 


By ELMER DULMAGE 

TORONTO, Feb. 27—Football will 
take its intersectional spectacle into 
the west for the first time in 1934 
and operate with a couple of new- 
fangled scoring tricks that are sure 
to cause much wrinkling of brows 
in October. 

One new scoring regulet'on adopt- 
ed by the rules committee for 1934 
eliminates the safety touch, which 
counted two points. If a ball-car- 
rier is thrown back over his own 
goal line next season, it will count 
as a rouge and the team scoring will 
earn only a single point. 


CURTAILS LONG KICKS 
The delegates also moved to cur- 
tail out-and-out long-distance kick- | 


ing. It will still count a point if 
a punter drives the ball over the 
opposing team's deadline in the air, 
but the ball will be scrimmaged on 
the 40-yard line of the team scored 
on. In the past the scrimmage was 
on the 25. 

Punters will have to gauge their 
shots in driving for singles to dead- 
line. If the ball crosses the dead- 
line before it strikes the ground, the 
team scored on will scrimmage the 
ball on its 40-yard line. But if the 
ball lands in the goal area and then 
bounds over the deadline, the 
scrimmage will be on the 25-yard 
line. 

An Intercollegiate Union proposal 
regarding blocked kicks was adopt- 
ed, When a kick is blocked on first 
or second down and the kicking side 
recovers and their yards are not 
gained, the downs shall be advane- 
ed one and the ball scrimmaged 
again, 


NEW DEPARTURE 


In the event of a kick being 
blocked on third down and the 
kicking side recovering without 
having gained yards, the third- 
down scrimmage will be repeated 
Should the same play occur again, 
they will lose the ball. 

Moving interference behind the 
line of scrimmage will be permit- 
ted to those a yard behind the 
scrimmage line at the time the ball 
is snapped. They will be allowed! 
to do so only up the line of scrim- 
maze. 

The interference zone in front of} 
the wing was left at three yards. 

On penalties within 30 yards of 
the goal line, no penalty could move 
the ball back more than half way te 
the goal. Now, however, the ref- 
eree has power to take the ball to 
within one yard of the line.

| Council Asks That 
Relief May Be 
Paid In Cash 


That the federal and provincial 
governments be asked to give Ed- 
monton permission to pay its share 
| Of relief food allowances in cash, 
was the step taken by the alderman- 
ic board at its meeting, Monday 
night. The motion to this effect was 
moved by Ald. H. D. Ainlay. 

This action has been taken after 
frequent requests by unemployed 
organizations that relief be paid in 
cash rather than by the coupon 
system, as at present. 

Mayor D. K. Knott warned coun- 
cil that the other two governments 
| had already gone on record as be- 
ing opposed to the cash system of 
relief. One grave danger of such 
a system was the fact that in many 
cases money would not be wisely 
spent by relief cases. This would 
mean that the city would be put to 
the extra expense of supplying re- 
lief necessities for the sake of chil- 
dren of unemployed families. The 
administration of such a scheme 
would also be more expensive.
